U.S. Offers 
Grade School 
To Albany 


The Albany Board of Education 
announced Tuesday night that the 





Federal Government has offered to 
sell the Codornices Elementary 
School building to the Albany Uni- 
fied School District for $19,300. 


The Board approved the buying 
of the building at the government's | 
figure, providing a satisfactory ar- 
rangement can be made with ‘the 
University of California for use of 
the land, 


Clifford C. Lockhart, president 
of the Board, said further negotia- 
tions are now underway with the 
Regents of the University to. ob- 
tain the lease at a greatly reduced 
figure. 


The University, which has receiv- 
ed no rent since the school’s con- 
struction in 1943, has proposed a 
rental figure of $1200 a year for 
the three-acre site at 1080 Eighth 
Street. 


“Members of the Board and 
school administrators. believe that 
the University should lease the land 
for much less than the rental re- 
quested,” Lockhart said. 

Reasons for this include the fol- 
lowing: 


1. The University pays no taxes 
for the support of Albany Schools 
on any of its large holdings in Al- 
bany. 

2 


2, The University has a non-tax- 
able housing project adjoining Co- 
dornices, which is known as Veter- 
ans Village, Housing in this project 
is for University student exclusive- 
ly, and the children of those stu- 
dents attend Albany schools. 

3. Throughout all of Codornices 
Village are large numbers of Uni- 
versity students whose children at- 
tend the Codornices school. 

4, A number cadet teachers 
from the education department of 
the University annually ,complete 
their practice-tedching program in 
the Albany schools. 

“For these reasons,” Lockhart 
said, “it appears but reasonable to 
us that the land should be leased 
to us for a sum far Jess than the 
$1200 requested,” 

The Codornices School has an 
enrollment of $33 pupils from Kin- 
dergarten through the seventh 
grade. 

Original cost of the one-story pre- 
fabricated structure was $132,536. 
Its present estimated replacement 
value is $245,000. 

The government offer, according 
to Board members, is being made 
under a general policy concerning 
Federal school properties. 

Superintendent Paul C. Bryan 
said sufficient funds are available 
in the District reserves to purchase 
the building. Being of pre-fabri- 
cated construction, it can be moved 
should the Village be demolished 
in the future,
